Under old conditions there was al- 
ways a certain amount of risk 
in shipping fruit. The entry of dust 
or cinders, or the high temperature 
of the car, was frequently the cause 
of fruit becoming spoiled during 
transit. But under present condi- 
tions, fruit not only retains its color- 
ing, freshness and firmness when it 
is shipped from one point to an- 
other, but it is actually improved. 

For many months officials of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway and the 
Dominion Express have been carry- 
ing on experimental work with a 
new type of ventilated express car 
to be used in ae handling of soft 
fruits by express to prairie points, 
and they have recently arrived at an 
entirely new method of ventilating 
express equipment, which is known 
as the “B. C. Ventilator.”

The perfection of a fog-signalling 
apparatus, controlled by wireless, for 
use in places where it is too expensive 
or otherwise impracticable to maintatn 
and attend lighthouses, is announced 
by the Marconi Company. 

The first wireless-controlled fog slg- 
nal hag been established in the Firth 
of Clyde, Scotland. When a fog Is 
observed from the centfal station, the 
keeper sends out wireless impulses 
which start a gun firing: once every 
twenty séconds until ¢he keeper stops 
it by another set of wireless impulses. 

The invention is expected to greatly 
reduce the expense of maintaining fog 
signals.
